Aa  regards  the  case  of  shooting  and* killing  of  Ere  Boge,  a  British 
prisoner  suffering  from  cholera,  no  report  was  made  by  the  unit  con¬ 
cerned  at  the  tlras  of  its  occurrence.  Towards  the  middle  of  7uly, 
however,  we  received  for  the  first  time  a  secret  report  on  the  case, 
and' demanded  the  conmander  of  the  unit  concerned  thet  an  iimediate  in¬ 
vestigation  bo  made  and  a  report  on  the  ryftt’lt  thereof  be  submitted.' 
On  10  August,  I  received  oral  reports  ircm  the  acting  director  of  the 
prisoners'  comp  in  Thailand  end  also  from  tho  acting  concoonder  of  the 
Southern  Railway.  Nevertholess  our  /unry  immediately  ordered  a  strict 
investigation  of  the  cose,  which  wo,  considered  was  really  regrettable 
from  the  point  of  view  of  humanity  and  international  faith.  The  truth 
of  the  affair  is  still  under  investigation.

The  extroordlnrry  oourt-oartial  of  our  Amy  sot  two  deya  beginning 
October  12  and  tried  the  coso  of  shooting  and  killing  a  prlsonor  suffer¬ 
ing  from  cholera  along  the  Thai  land -B*.c*inD  Railway  or  Juno  24*  After 
careful  trial  it  ttos  raroalod  that,  fraj  the  statonenta  not  only 

by  the  necusod,  Lioutenont  J.g.  (PO'.'j  of  tho  Nuvy,  who  had  shot  the 
patient  •  but  olso  ly  the  accused  KiyoshJ ,  a  oosipuiy  connondw  of 

tho  9tb  ^ilway  Raglmont  and  a  xunlor  (?77),  as  wel’.  tc  *^y  three  civilian 
employees,  thoro  was  no  evidonao  siifiloiont  to  d‘)cinn  V:i.oxher  or  not  tho 
patient  was  alive  at  the  time  of  tho  shootliig.  TTc  i.'‘.quoeT.ad,  therefore, 
the  export  opinion  of  throe  nvdlcal  officers  coacorning  tho  cause  of  hie 
death.  On  further  detailed  exondnotieu  of  tho  patient 'a  conditions 
before  shooting,  two  of  the  modicol  officers  affirrwd,  and  one  presumad 
that  tho  patient  had  olroady  died  of  cholora  before  ho  was  shot.  Tho 
court,  thor^ore,  gave  the  verdict  of  not  gailty  today  (October  13)t  ia 
oocox*donoo  TTlth  Article  403  the  Court-mart iol  low,  because  there  was 
no  ovldonco  sufficloint  to  show  that  tho  patient  was  killod  by  tho  shoot¬ 
ing  of  the  P017  lieutenant  J.g. 

But ,  Lloutonant  rUJH  hod  disagreed  with  tho  barrack  authorities 
on  tho  selection  and  cmploynont  of  POVis,  and  taken  no  correct  ideas 
conoomlng  their  status  and  trootnsnt.  Consequently,  he  comittod  the 
blunder  of  caroloosly  issuing  tho  order  to  shoot  tho  patient  without 
ascertaining  whether  ho  was  olive  or  not.  This  behavior  of  hie  la 
roolly  iinpormiasiblo  from  the  view-point  of  Intomotionol  faith  and 
hunEmity,  and  also  is  contrary  to  his  duty  os  on  officer  of  tho  Imporiol 
Navy.  It  is  rocoainondod .  accordingly,  that  he  bo  punished  most  sevoroly
